the purpose of obtaining a temporary 
cessation-of hostilities. Gen. Otis will 
not grant an armistice, and he has 
shown that he does not propose, to stop 
fighting, no matter ho.w many peace 
emissaries Aguinaldo may send to Ma- 
nila, unless they agree to uncondition- 
ally surrender. 
In his dispatch Gen. 


Otis shows, despite the fact that Agui- 
naldo states his purpose to send a 
commission to arrange peace, he is 
making preparations to continue mil- 
Itafy operations. 


It is evident to the officials from this 


dispatch that.' Gen;. Otis has found it 
necessary to change his plans. He has 
been making preparations to attack 
Bacolor, where 9,000 insurgents are be- 
lieved to be encamped, and-it is pre- 
sumed 'that the. movements reported 
today still .baye.,:'that. point as the ob- 
jective.

Commanding the Army in his unsoldier 
ly attempt to ^. bring professional

credit on the service and political infamy 
on the administration. Those who have 
joined him, from "one motive or another. 
in this unexampled enterprise will huve 
to content themselves with their propor- 
tionate share of the resulting mortifica- 
tion and the disgrace. 


Gen. Miles and his witnesses failed 


absolutely to sustain his loudly and ma- 
lioiously proclaimed charge concerning 
the so-called embalmed beef.

Important Conference Held This Morn- 


ing and This Afternoon in the Office 
of City Attorney Burpee—Attorneys 
For Both Railroads Tell Just Where 
Their Companies Stand. 


Failure on the part of the Chicago & 


Northwestern and the Chicago, Milwau 
kee & St. Paul railroad companies to ad- 
just existing difficulties in this city over 
track possessions, induced Mayor V. P. 
Eiehardson this morning to take the 
matter into his own hands in behalf of 
the city. 


In the office of City Attorney Burpee 


officials of both local roads assembled at 
10 o'clock to adjust matters if such a 
thing were possible. 
.Those present 


were: 


Mayor Victor P. Kichardsou and City 


Attorney Burpee, in behalf of the city. 


Assistant 
General 
Superintendent 


Bush, Attorney Field, of Chicago, and 
Attorney A. A. Jackson, iu behalf of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul. 


T. A. Lawson,' of Chicago, superin- 


tendent of the Wisconsin division, and 
Attorney E. M. Hyzer, in behalf of the 
Chicago & Northwestern. 


Mayor Eichardson informed the offi- 


cials present that the city did not intend 
to tolerate any further trouble from 
either road and that North River street 
should at once be cleared of all cars and 
engines. • 


Attorney E. M. Hyzer - outlined the 


stand that the Northwestern company 
•would take in the matter. The North- 
western was ready to agree that if the 
Milwaukee road will move their cars and 
engines from Biver street no attempt 
at track connection would be made by 
the Northwestern until after settlement 
with the Milwaukee company either in 
a private way or through the courts. 


Attorneys Field and Jackson then 


stated the position taken by theMilwau- 


• kee company, and it was agreed" to have 
the proper stipulations 
drawn up and 


presented at 2:30 o'clock. 
• . It was agreed this afternoon that both 
companies should 
get their cars and 


other obstructions o.ut of Biver street; 
that the Northwestern should not at- 
tempt to .force a crossing on Elver street 
without previous agreement and that 
the Milwaukee road should not interfere 
with Northwestern work 
on 
Eiver 


street. 


No agreement was made affecting the 


;race. 


Fifty men and a dozen teams com- 


menced "work this morning in clearing 
North Biver street of the gravel that 
was placed Sunday morning on the west 
side of the street by three hundred 
Italian laborers who made a road bed 
for the Northwestern 
tracks. 
The 


Northwestern company are standing the 
expense and are placing the dirt on the 
high raceway embankment bordering on 
the river on the north side of the Blocl- 
gett mill. In so doing they are making 
ing way for a place to lay tracks. 


Eugene Fish and men commenced 


this morning the work of hauling flour 
by wagon from the Blodgett mill to the 
Milwaukee road cars on North Main 
street. As no cars can be 'moved at 
present on the race way tracks this is 
the only way out of the situation. 


The Milwaukee company stand all 


this extra expense. 


From the. Ford Milling company 


mill yesterday afternoon the first car of 
freight to leave over the new Northwest- 
ern track, was shipped. 


The car was loaded with fifteen tons 


of flour billed to Chicago. 


The flour was taken from Milwaukee 


ears and hauled by drays to an awaiting 
Northwestern freight car that stood at 


, the corner of Eace and North River 


streets. 


At an early hour this morning, the 


Northwestern's pile driver crew resumed 
the work of building the bridge across 
the race to the Ford Milling Company 
mill. 


At 11 o'clock last evening the North 


-western officials received a scare on re- 
ceiving a report that the .Milwaukee 
road had quietly brought to town a 
hundred laborers.
